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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election with traverse of Group I comprising polyoxyalkylene diamine as the 
ultimate species of component (A) in Papers filed July 16, 2003 and October 15, 2003 is 
acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that the search for all groups would be 
coextensive. This is not found persuasive because contrary to applicants' belief, the search fields 
for the enumerated groups is not coextensive. Furthermore, applicants have not submitted 
evidence or identified such evidence now of record showing the species to be obvious variants or 
cleai-ly admitted on the record that this is the case. In either instance, if the examiner finds one 
of the inventions anticipated by the prior art, the evidence or admission may be used in a 
rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention.. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

2. Claims 22-54 are withdrawn from fuither consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1 . 142(b), as 
being drawn to a nonelected group, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. Applicant 
timely traversed the restriction (election) requirement in Papers filed July 16, 2003 and October 
15, 2003. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§ 102/103 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 



(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 
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4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this tiUe, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 1-21 are rejected under 35 U.S. C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the alternative, 
under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over U.S. 4,585,566 (WoUenberg). 

WoUenberg disclose carbamate-containing lubricating oil dispersants prepared by 
reaction of a nitrogen-containing dispersant having at least one primary or secondary amino 
group with a cyclic carbonate. The reaction is conducted at temperatures of from about 0 C to 
about 250 C and may be conducted in the presence of a catalyst. Mole ratios of the cyclic 
carbonate to the basic amine nitrogen are generally in the range of from about 0.2: 1 to about 
10: 1 . Suitable cyclic carbonates embraced the same type preferred by applicants, e.g., ethylene 
carbonate. Suitable nitrogen-containing dispersants include polyoxyalkylene polyamines as 
presently claimed. 

The disclosure of the reference meets the requirements of the present claims both in terms 
of the types of materials added and their contents. The onus is shifted to applicants to establish 
that the produa of the present claims are not the same as or obvious from those set forth by the 
reference.
